MEXICO AND RUSSIA. 

We translate from F.l Imparcial, a Mexican 
newspaper, the following notices of a source of 
uneasiness in th.it ill. starred country, which 
has scarcely yet been named, but which we 
look upon as threatening troubles hereafter of 
uo small import. So. al-*o, thinks the Mexi- 
can, as his remarks will show. Thus they run : 

Exclusively occupied with the internal dis- 
sensions which have so long preyed upon our 
country, and, still more recently, with the sad 
events of Texas, we have forgotten that if, on 
one side, our boundaries are vigorously menac- 
ed by the Anglo A meric ins, on the other, the 
Russians are silently encroaching upon our tei- 
ritory — and they are the surer of success, be- 
cause no one disputes their march. Not a jour- 
nal, not a political writing, has spoken of this 
important movement. Hence we think it the 
more imperative upon us to call (he attention of 
our compatriots and of the government toward 
what is passing on the northwestern const of 
\merica, where they are preparing for us a fate 
like that of Poland. Formerly, the Russian 
posse sions did not extend beyond Nootka, that 
is to say, 49 85 north latitude ; at present they 
advance even to the port of Bodega, 38 23 of 
the same latitude: thus the Russians have usur 
ped from us nearly two hundred and eighty 
leagues of territory, ami now must be at the 
mission of San Francisco, or within sixty 
leagues of Monterey, capital of Upper Califor- 
nia. The Spanish Government were always 
scrupulously watchful to prevent the increase 
of the Russian possessions on this side. In 1788, 
desirous of exact information regarding the es- 
tablishments they were beginning to form at 
Nootka, at the Entrada del Principe Guiller- 
mo, ami ut several other points of the same 
coast, the Spanish government despatched from 
San Bias two vessels, under the orders of two 
enptnins of frigate?, Etienne Martinez and Gon- 
sarve Lopez de Haro. These officers reconnoi- 
tered all that pait of the coast, as well as all 
the portions occupied by tbe Russians, and de- 
clared that these establishments only derived 
any importance from tbe trade in skins The 
year following, the Spanish Government order- 
ed the viceroy, Don Emanuel Antoine Flores, 
to possess himself of Nootka, and to occupy it 
in the name of the Spanish nation. This mis- 
sion wa9 fulfilled by Etienne Martinez, who 
courageously resisted the pretensions of the 
English. 

The better to secure themselves io possession 
of this new establishment, the Spanish Govern- 
ment, in 1790, commanded the viceroy, Count 
He Rcvillagigedo, to put the port^of Nootka in a 
state of defence. Captain Francisco Elisa was 
charged with the execution of this older, and 
left San Bias with three ships, thoroughly arm- 
ed, and equipped with every thing requisite to 
give effect to the expedition. Thenceforward, 
the Spanish Government strove to preserve 
Nootka, spite of the long wars it had to sustain 
in Europe; wars which had prevented its watch- 
ing, as it could have desired, over this settle- 
ment, being perfectly a ware of its importance to 
the preservation of the Californias; and cer- 
t»in it i?, that, during the entire time of these 
countries belonging to the Spanish monarchy, 
the Russians did not dare to make any farther 
encroachments. Hence the result we have al- 
ready mentioned, that the port of Nootka 
ought to be the boundary of our territory on 
that part of the northwest of North America, 
since the establishment was considered by the 
Spaniards as an integral part of their posses- 
sions on that coast. But (even admitting that 
it should be impossible for ns to regain Nootka, 
or the entire extent of territory compiehended 
within the eleven degreess of latitude, which we 
have probably lost for ever) honor, reason, and 
our own interests, call on us not to let slip what 
remains. But how are we to be able to keep 
it, if we do not strive to preserve internal peace ; 
if we do not permit some Government to con- 
solidate itself: if we place every new power 
under the neces-ity of employing, in the sup* 
pression of outbreaks, the revenues which ought 
to be destined to the supply .and to the security 
of our frontiers, and to the vital object of caus- 
ing our country to be respected? 

The Russian possessions include a vast extent 



( °f fertile territory at the northwestern extremi- 
ty of the republic of Mexico, and are bounded 
|on the east, by New Britain; on the south, by 
the Pacific Ocean; on the west, by Behring’s 
i™J*nd Strait and the frozen Artie Ocean; 
and on the north, by the frozen Artie Ocean, 
and certain points not well known. Their ex- 
tent is nearly eight hundred leagues; their 
mean breadth from two hundred and fifty to 
three hundred leagues; and their superfices 
may be rated at seventy-two thousand leagues 
square. These possessions, and many isles de- 
I pendent on them, were ceded as fief, by an 
ukare of the Emperor of Russia, to a company 
of merchants, who established in them various 
, factories, and were very fortunate in their spe- 
culations. More recently, a treaty between 
j Russia and England definitely settled the boun- 
daries of tbe possessions of these two powers, 
and the Russo American .States were divided 
into the following eight provinces or territories;

I qe capital of the couutry is Sitka , or New 
Archangel, a seaport in an island situated in 
the 57 th degree of north latitude, and contain- 
ing nearly a thousand inhabitants. The city 
of Bodega has already taken a considerable 
start, and it would not be astonishing if that 
were ere long to be made the capital, because 
tbe increase of houses, fortifications, and other 
works, which have been executed ihere, and, 
above all, tbe difference of the climate, must 
render it not only a moie comfortable, but a 
more advantageous spot in every way for such 
apuipose. 

In 1834, Russia bad already nine fortified 
posts upon the coast ; and kept, in the ports of 
Archangel and of Bodega, 2 frigates, 2 brig-, 
and a still greater number of smaller armed ves- 
sel®. 

If the Russians have not yet possessed them- 
selves of our mission of San Francisco, we, 
Mexicans, ought to fortify this post; as we are 
bound to do those of San Jose, Santa Clara, 
.Santa Cruza, and San Juan de Baptista, as far 
as the point of Ano Nuevo, and, besides estab- 
lishing garrisons, ive should in every possible 
way seek to augment the population, for the 
purpose of creating a line of defence for Mon- 
terey and tbe whole of New California. In the 
immense number of rovers about our large cit- 
ies, without visible menus or prospects, it won't! 
seem as though the me»ns of readily effecting 
what we suggest were absolutely forced upon 
our view.” 



ANNEXATION OF TEYAS TO THE U 
STATES. 

The following from the speech of Mr. Lamrr, 
Vice President of Texas, at the dinner given 
him at Mobile, ex , res ses the feelings of Texas 
on the subject of its being annexed to tbe Uni- 
ted States : 

“He said tbe whole people of Texa9 were for 
the annexation. There was, however, one dis- 
senting voice — and that was the humble voice 
which was then speaking. Rather than have, 
his own free, noble, generous, beloved Texas 
joined to this Union, with the turbulent aad in- 
cendiary fanatics, tbe infuriated abolitionists, 
with Mr . Adams ut their head, he would pray 
that she might by 3ome sudden convulsion of 
nature, by some mighty earthquake, be cast out 
upon the ocean a lone island. And rather then 
be joined himself in a union with such fanatical 
enemies of the liberty, freedom and rghts of 
the South, he would prefer to be chained like 
Prometheus, to a rock, to be devoured by vul- 
tures, or like Mazeppa, bound to a wild horse, 
to bedashed down precipices until life should be 
extinct . Get rip of these fanatics, gentlemen, 
and Trxao is yours, with all my heart.” 



BEAUTIFUL INVENTION. 

An eminent scientific gentleman is at present 
engaged in maturing an invention which pro- 
mises to lead to the most ustonishing results, 
and to exert a vast influence on the future pro- 
gress of society. It is au electric telegraph, 
the powers of which as much surpass those of 
common instruments bearing that name, ns the 
art of printing surpasses the picture writing of 
the Mexicans. The telegraph consists of five 
wires, enclosed in a sheth of India rubber, which 
insulates them from each other and protects 
them from the external air. A galvanic trough 
or pile is placed at one end of the wires, which 
act upon the needles at the other; and when 
any of the wires is put in communication with 
the trough, a motion is instantly produced in 
the needle at the other extremity, which mo- 
tion ceases the moment the connexion between 
the wire and the trough is suspended. The five 
wires may thu- denote as many letters; and by 
binary or ternary combination, the six-and- 
twenty letters of the alphabet may easily be 
represented. By a simple mechanical coutri 
vance, the communication between the wires 
and the trough may be established and stopped 
as the keys of a piano forte are touched by the 
hands of a practical musician, and the indica- 
tions vill be exhibited at the other chain of 
wires as quickly as they can be read off. In 
the experiments already made, the chain of 
wires has been extended to a length of five 
miles, (by forming numerous coils within a lim- 
ited surface,) and the two ends being placed 
near each other, it is found that the transmis- 
sion of the electric action is, so far ns the hu- 
man senses can discern, perfectly instanta- 
neous. Little doubt is entertained that il may 
convey over a hundred thousand miles with the 
same velocity, and the powers of the instru- 
ment promise to be as great as its action is ra- 
pid. It will trot be confined, like the common 
telegraph, to the transmission of a a few sen- 
tences or a short message, and this only in the 
day time, in clear weather, and by repeated 
operation, each consuming a portion of time: 
for while it works by day or by night, it will 
convey intelligence with the spued of thought, 
and with such copiousness and ease, that a 
speech slowly spoken in London might be writ- 
ten dowrn in Edinburgh, each sentence appear- 
ing on paper within a few minutes uftci it was 
uttered four hundred miles off!

schr. Bonita had not been heard ol; the 
cargo of the schr Creole had been land- 
ed previous to the gale and entirely 
lost .

SOUTHERN CONVENTION. 

The nssemblasy of a Convention it Augusta, 
Georgia, to deliberate upon Southern Commer- 
cial interests, has been already noticed. South 
Carolina and Georgia only were represented 
but they sent several of their ablest men. We 
copy the following from the Augusta Chronicle 
of 10th instant. 

“This body met yesterday pursuant to ad- 
journment. Trhee additional members, Doug- 
lass, Shannon, and Matheson of Camden S. C. 
appeared and took their seats. Gen. McDuffie, 
chairman of the select committee, made a re- 
port, accompanied by a number of resolutions 
touching the objects of the Convention. They 
were discussed at considerable length by Messrs. 
McDuffie, Jos. Camming of Savannah, Col. 
Jones of Columbus, A. H. Chappell of Macon 
and A. P. Hayne of Charleston. The Report 
was adopted by the Convention with addition- 
al resolutions, and then the Convention adjourn-' 
ed sine die. 

Among the resolutions passed, was one re- 
commending another convention to he held in 
this city on the First Monday in April, 1838, 
to further the great and important object for 
for which the one which has just closed its 
session, was first proposed. We doubt not that 
every Southern State will be represented in it, 
by men of the first ability and experience, and

Thus has the first impulse been given ; thus 
the ball set in motion. No man who has wit- 
nessed ihe proceedings of Ihe Convention, and 
seen the zeal and enthusiasm which has anima- 
ted every bosom, and contemplated the im- 
mense weight of individual as well as national 
character engaged in the enterprise, can for a 
moment doubt its final and early success. The 
Convention consisted of about 90 members, and 
we venture to say that few bodies of the same 
number ever assembled in this country, possess- 
ing more talent and practical knowledge 
for carrying out any great object than was em- 
bodied in this.

IMPORTANT FROM FLORIDA. 

Slips from the Savannah, Georgian and Repub- 
lican offices contain the following extract from 
the St. Augutine Herald of the '21et inst. 
Glorious News — Powell Taken .—An express has 
just arrived in town from Fort Peyton that 
Powell and 50 warriors have been taken pri- 
soneis. They are now on their wav to town. 

Since writing the above, the prisoners have 
been brought to town and confined in the Fort. 
There are upwards of eighty warriors. Powell, 
Coa-hajo, and several sub-chiefs are among the 
aptured. The capture took place about a 
mile from Port Peyton, The talk was a very 
short one. They stated that they had been 
invited by Philip to come and hear what pro- 
position were to be made to them, that they 
did not come to deliver themselves up as pri- 
soners, and nothing was said that seemed to 
indicate that they were yet conquered. As 
soon as this fact was ascertained, at a pre- 
concerted signal they were surrounded by our 
troop* and all taken prisonsrs. They were 
completely surprised and captured without 
bloodshed . 

The following particulars are contained in a 
private letters to a gantleman at Savannah. It 
s dated at St. Augustine, Oct. '27. 

“Wcmndc a glorious haul yesterday. Pow- 
ell, nnd all the war chief* except three, are now 
lodged in the Fort, with eighty of their war- 
riors — the hone and sinew ol their nation, Se-j 
venty Negroes came rn a day or two since, and 
a large number are now at Volusia, whither a 
steamboat goes this morning to get them. 

“Powell and his band came with the avowed | 
intention of having a talk, but ptobably with 
the real one of endeavoring to rescue Philip 
who fell into our hands some days ago, as till 
were armed. Yesterday they arrived about 9 
miles from here, und sent in a messenger to 
Gen. Hernandez, who went out to see them: 

Gen . J Esur also proceeded to the vicinity of 

their Camp, nnd while they were talking with 
Gen. H, they were suddenly surrounded by 
two hundred horse; so suddenly that thev had 
not time to taise a single rifle, though all had 
one by their sides. They were marched to 
town, and “are safely tinder lock and key,” and 
theie they will be kept, if watchfulness and a 
strong guard can keep them there.”

The House was certainly as much astonished as 
any set of men could possibly be al the^ impu- 
tation of this taste for spending on a quiet per- 
sonage, whose style of living was of the hum- 
blest order, and who was supposed to have be- 
come immensely rich in consequence. How- 
ever, Lord Grey was then floating on the full 
tide of popularity; Lord Althrop was an oracle, 
the Whigs were the national hope, and in this 
reign of nonsense and saturnalia <*f patronage, 
the affair passed muster, and the Prince with an 
admonition not to have so many debts with so 
little discoverable expenditure in future. — But 
we wait with some anxiety to heat of the next 
return of the “savings;" his Belgian Majesty’s 
share of this very lucky bargain, the million, 
being, we presume, in the hands of his Belgian 
Majesty to this hour.

The. Iron Trade in England. — The 
Boston Daily Advertiser remarks that 
the iron trade in England lias been, with- 
in the last twelve months, subject to re- 
markable fluctuations. Prices had du- 
ring the last season, in consequence of 
the excessive demand for the use of rail 
roads, risen to an extensive height. 
The depression in mercantile affairs 
produced a sudden cessation of the de- 
mand, both in England and in this coun- 
try, and although the iron masters at- 
tempted to counteract the effects of this 
reverse, by putting a portion of (heir 
furnaces out of b ast, the expedient was 
unavailing, and prices afier a short resis 
tence suddenly fell. In the mean time 
the prosecution of the public works in 
England, as well as in this country, was 
esumed — the stocks of merchants and 
retailers became exhausted, and the de- 
mand for iron as re.-commenced with a 
vigour which has produced another ra- 
pid advance in prices. So sudden an 
advance is likely however to be followed 
by another reaction. The demand for 
rail road iron, for this couutry must be 
for a long time confined to the supply o» 
works which have been for some time in 
actual progress and the quantity required 
will be much less than in txvo or three 
years past. — lb.

AN ACT to legulaie the fees of the district at- 
torneys, in certain cases. 

Re it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Represen lathes of the United Stales of America 
in Congress assembled, That, in nil cases of ex- 
tension of the time ot payment of bonds given 
fordutieson imports, it shrill be according to 
such directions as rimy be given by the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury; and the extension of pay 
mentof the old hood, or the taking of a new 
bond , shall be by the respective collectors sub- 
ject to no other charge than such as may be 
legally receivable on the taking of an original 
bond, upon the entry o( merchandise. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That no 
fee shall accrue to any district attorney on any 
bond left with him for collection, or in a suit 
commenced on any bond for the renewal of 
which provision is made by Jaw, unless the 
party or parties shall neglect to apply for such 
renewal for more than twenty days after the 
maturity of such bond.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United "States of America in 
Congress assembled. That any persorn who has 
turned over to the service of the United States, 
his horse, saddle, briddle, or equipments, by 
the order of the commanding general, or other 
commanding officer, shall be paid the value 
thereof; That the claims provided for under 
this act, shall be adjusted by the Third Auditor, 
under such rules as shall be prescribed by the 
Secretary of war, with the assent nf the Presi- 
dent. This act, and the act to which this is an 
amendment, shall extend to mules as well as 
to horses. Decisions under this act, shall be 
recorded as they are required to be recorded by 
the act aforesaid, and payment shall be made 
as is required by that act. This act shall ex- 
tend to cases where any person mentioned in 
the act to xvhich this is an amendment shall 
have died in the service, nnd his horse, saddle, 
bridle, or equipments, shall have been turned 
over to an officer, or other person for the benefit 
of the United States, by order of the proper 
officer commanding, and not restored to the 
representative of thececeased or paid for by 
the United Stales.
